This 
ject avaa dealt with in a 
recent article in The Glasgow 
Herald, and the writer pointed out 
that before the era of the marine 
interna] combustion engine the most 
common lettera preceding the name 
of a ship were “S,S." These letters 
are still widely used, and can signi- 
fy almost anything “from an old- 
fashioned sailing ship to the most 
modern liners. For examples, 
“SS” can quite well mean sailing 
ship, steel ship, steamship (paddle 
or screw), screw ship, which could 
be used in connection with any- 
thing from a single-screw tramp 
driven by the most antiquated reci- 
procating steam, engine to the most 
modern craft driven by single or 
multiple screws actuated by any 
one of a wide variety of propelling

So much for “S.S.” What about 
“T.S,?” That could mean twin-

The mosi amusing’ aspect of, this 
subject is’ in connection” with,

The writer finds that as a rule 
owners ofa ship propelled by Diesel 
engines describe such a ship as an 
“M.V.", which means motor vessel, 
as distinguished from “S.S.” mean- 


ed as an “s,s.” was reconditioned 


being replaced by Diesel engines, 
and she is now known as an “M.V." 
iThat has annoyed those shipbuild- 
ers who prefer the word ship to 
that of vessel. 


Incidentally, it is. only. now that 
people generally ar@ beginning to 
drop the word steamer when. they 
mean motorship, but it will take a 
long ‘time to remove the idea that 
“steamer” and “ship” are synony- 
mous. Quite recently the writer 
saw a ‘brochure illustrating “our 
fleet of Diesel-driven steamers,” 
which is about as bad as the writer 
who deacribed “the new motorship 
steaming gracefully down tha 
river.” 

One of the latest attempts to tell 
‘a whole story by a few symbols are 
the letters “Q.T.E.V.” which pre- 
cede the name of one of the most

Abbreviations Often Ambiguous | : 


They are supposed to represent 

“quadruple turbo-electric veasels” 
—that is to say, a. ship driven by 
four screws actuated by turbo-elec- 
trie machinery. This particular 
ship has four screws and-only two 
seta of turbines, but the “Q” ap- 
pearing in the initials could quite 
well suggest four sets of turbines, 
so that the "Q.T.E.V." does not con- 
vey very much to engineers and, 
so far as I can ascertain, to people 
in general it, conveys nothing at 
all. It would seem, therefore, that 
in designating ships multiplicity of 
symbols merely results in confusion, 
and it would be more rational to re- 
tairi the simple sequence—"S” for 
ship, “SS.” for steamship | and 
“MLS.” for motorship. 


Nothing ‘is gained by attempting 
to give fuller particulars as to the 
character. of - the ‘steam or 
Diesel engines, or whether 
the prime movers drive the 
shafts directly or . indirect- 
‘ly through mechanical gearing 
or by electrical transmission. The 
experts can, of @ourse, ; get full 
particulars of any ship by consult- 
ing the register books of the claasi- 
fication societies. ‘So that no use- 
ful purpose is served by too many 
symbols which can mean anything 
and, therefore nothing.

Sibeciixattons lito the cause of 
blackwater fever and the progress 
made in tackling the diseass..ace 
reviewed. in the annual report of 
the Tropical School : of Medicine, 
India, which has just been issued. 

Lt.-Col. Acton, Director of the 
School, says .in the report that 
blackwater fever exacts a very 
peculiar toll in that jt selects a 
population which is'the. most high- 
ly paid such as Europeans, Ben- 
galis and the ‘skilled Jabour such 


‘}as Chinese ‘and Pathans.. 


‘Causation. 

There ‘have been, he says, various 
theories about the causation of. the 
disease,and its close association 
with malaria has always been 
noticed by most observers, There |- 
are various theories advanced 
about. this relationship.. Some 
think it is ‘a manifestation of 
malaria when the infective rate is 
very high and large doses of ‘the 
parasites are inoculated ‘by the 
mosquito. This factor, although 
very important, does not’ explain 
why blackwater fever does not oc- 
cur in the Punjab during epidemic 
years. Other observers have con- 
sidered: that quinine, or one of its 
‘by-products, plays some part in the 
production of this disease. Against 
this view is the fact that many 
cases of . blackwater fever have 
never taken any quinine and yet 
get the disease. Finally some have 
thought that the parasites causing 
blackwater fever were either a 
special type of the: Plasmodium 
‘malariae, or that the disease yas 
due to some ultramicroscopic virus. 

Hitherto no. plausible ° theory 
could be put forward to’ fit.all the 
aetiological facta; During the 
Vacation holidaya 1 Aave, says Col. 
Acton, purposely visited many 
places in India where blackwater 
fever was known to occur, to see’ 
if I could find any ¢lue.

_ DIRECTOR OF EDUCATION'S 
REPORT, 


The Director of 1 of Education's Re- 
port for 1931 has been published, 
and reveals interesting figures. - 

At the end of the year there were 

28 European masters on the es- 
tablishment, three posts having 
been. left’ unfilled for reasons of 
economy. At the end of the year 
there were 27 European mistreases 
on the staff,. 

The following izuie which ave 
of educational interest are quoted 
from the report on the census 
oe on the night’ of March 7, 

Chinese ...-......., 823,429 

_ Non-Chinese .......... 28,822. 

Total population .... 849,751 

Of the Chinese population 44 per 
cent, claim ability. to write and 
read their mother tongue. If only 
persons of sixteen years of age and: 
over are taken into account, the 
figure rises to 62 per cent. : 

Of the non-Chinese population 
approximately 90 per cent, were 
literate: in the case of children 
under eleven the figure drops to 87 
per cent. 

Of the Chinese population 6 per 
cent. claim ability to speak Eng- 
lish and 5 per cent’ to read and 
write'in that language. 

The Superintendent of Census, 
however, warns. us:—"There is of 
course ‘a strong temptation to 
claim attainments which one does 


not possess, or possesses only in al. 


very small degree. The figures are 
likely, therefore, to err’ by giving 
too favourable an impression ‘of 
educational attainments, and this 
error is made from time to time. 
For this reason comparison with 
previous censuses -{s of uncertain 
value, and is also difficult on account 
of the different method for pre- 
sentation of the results adopted in 
1921." 

According ‘to the Census report 
there are 119,000 children between 
the age of five'’and fourteen dis- 
tributed as. under :—
